The Abbot 
and Stevens and Wardwell tribes fur- 
nished the Universalist Church with 
good music at a tender age. I am con- 
sidering the claims of three different 
Phebe Stevens grandmothers in Nathan 
Wardwell’s line, but that must lay over 
till the future. Harriet Stevens of this 
family, the wife of the artist Newman, 
is still with us and their son, a rising 
young photographer and mechanic, has 
a good start, with these two old coloni- 
al stocks for a backing.

New York, Jvty 8. 

A somewhat unique feature is being 
presented by the plans for a charter, a 
new government and an extensive 
physical development for the Greater 
New York, for here is a great citr, 
many score years incorporated, being 
practically made new. Immense un- 
dertakings are now either under way or 
being planned, which will form impor- 
tant constituents in this huge coming 
city, toward making it eventually the 
largest, most wealthy and most beauti- 
ful city in the world. These projects 
not only embrace elaborate physical 
features, but such a vast and compre- 
hensive municipal government as is 


and most distinguished citizens. 

Work is already under way on the 
enormous new East River Suspension 
bridge, which will greatly exceed the 
present Brooklyn bridge in size. Much 
difficulty has been experienced in find- 
ing a proper foundation bed-rock for 
the New York piers, but at last, at the 
foot of Delancy Street, inpenetrable 
gneiss rock has been found eighty feet 
from the low water mark, and the 
foundation work is already under way. 
A long, inclined stone approach will 
begin at Clinton and Delancy Streets, 
and lead up to the suspension span. 
The bridge will have two steel towers 
332 feet high. The arched roadway for 
cars and foot passengers will be 117 
feet above high water. Six railway 
lines will cross this new bridge — four 
surface lines and two elevated, A bi- 
cycle path is also provided for in the 
plans. The new bridge will be 117 fect 
wide, 37 feet wider than the presert 
Brooklyn Bridge. The main span will 
be 1,610 feet long, and each cable in it 
will be composed of &,149 twisted wires. 
Chief Engineer L. L. Buck estimates 
the cost at $15,000,000, and is confident 
that the citizens of Greater New York 
will celebrate its opening not later thin 
the year 1900. While this is the great- 
est bridge yet undertaken, the pro-

about 16 to 18 inches apart each way— 
the tall varieties in the center and the 
dwarf varieties on the outer edge. 

After planting the only care necessary 
is to stir the soil two or three times in 
order to keep down the weeds for the 
cannas to get full possession.

In the fall, after the tops have been 
killed by frost, the bulbs may be dug up 
and kept till the following spring, then 
divided and planted again. 

Strobilanthes Dyerianus, 

This plant, lately introduced, will 
probably come into considerable use for 
bedding as a foliage plant. We glean 
the following concerning it from Vick’s 
Magazine, which also illustrates this 
plant. 

We judge that strobilanthes would 
not bear clipping so well as the coleus 
and achyranthes, but should be em- 
ployed more as is the acalypha, allow-

ing it to stand singly among other bed- 
ders and to develop itself without much 
restriction, forming a contrast with oth- 
er foliage. The leaves have different 
metallic tints of purple and green and 
bluish green, and are very pleasing in 
appearance. This makes an _ excel- 
lent foliage plant for the greenhouse 
and adapts itself well to window cul- 
ture, as we have proved. And yet we 
have not seen it in bloom. The flowers 
are said to be handsome, trumpet 
shaped, of a fine blue color. What the 
conditions are for flowering we have 
not yet learned, but even without the 
flowers it is a very worthy and desirable 
plant. It does not appear that any one 
has yet attempted tocoin an English 
name for this plant.

Beston Ancients Have Reached British 
Shores Iu Safety. 


London, July 8.- The train having the 
Boston Ancients on board steamed into 
Euston station at 8:45 last evening. 
Enormous crowds of people had gath- 
ered in and about the station, stretching 
away in all directions along the route 
the Americans were to follow. Im- 
mediately after the train stopped the 
Salem Cadet band alighted and drew 
up on the platform, where it played 
“God Save the Queen,” while the crowds, 
bareheaded, cheered until they were 
hearse. The bands at the station re- 
peated the British national anthem, and 
then played “Yankee Doodle,“ the 
crowds remaining uncovered and cheer- 
ing. After “Yankee Doodle” had been 
Played once there was a vociferous de- 
mand for an encore. 

Representatives of the field battery 
of the London company were detailed 
to escort the Americans to the armory 
of the Honorable Artillery company on 
Finsbury square. The main body of the 
Bostonians, all in full uniform, were 
drawn upon the platform, after which 
they boarded omnibuses in waiting and 
started for the armory. 

The whole route to Finsbury square 
was lined with cheering people, and the 
do or more omnibuses conveying the Bos- 
tonians had the greatest difficulty in 
traversing through the crowds pressed 
around the vehicles in the enthusiasm 
of the greeting accorded the soldiers 
from America, in spite of the fact that 
they had been waiting all day long. On 
all sides were to be heard cries of 
“Hurrah for the Stars and Stripes,” 
“Good old America,” They're splendid 
fellows,” etc. Warm greetings were 
showered upon the Bostonians all along 
the line by the crowds. The visitors ex- 
pressed unbounded pleasure at the 
hearty reception they met with. 


United States agricultural bureau, New 
England section, J. Warren Smith, 
director: 

The weather in New England for the 
week ending July 6 has been generally 
favorable for farm work and for the 
growth of vegetation. Crops were dried 
badly in all central and northern sec- 
tions during the ‘first of the week, but 
the rains of the 4th and Sth have soaked 
up the ground and everything is prom- 
ising. From one-half to three-fourths 
inch of rain came in southern and cen- 
tral districts, and from one to two inches 
in southwestern. Haying is well under 
way in the south, and is being begun in 
the north. Practically all correspond- 
ents report the hay crop very light, but 
better than was expected a week or 10 
days ago. Pastures were getting short, 
but have improved since the rain.

Fourth of July quietly observed in Andover. 


Last Saturday was a general holiday, 
in fact more so than in any previous year 
but yet the observance of the day of the 
Declaration of Independenee, when neigh- 
bor Jonathan’s little tea table, developed 
into a complete estrangement from Squire 
Bull, and ended in the former starting a 
farm on his own hook, was so very quiet- 
ly observed, that but for the occasional 
discharge of toy pistols and fire crack- 
ers, one might easily have imagined it 
Sunday. 

With exception of those trading in fire 
works and crackers all stores and places 
of basiness were closed. Friday even- 
ing there was no enthusiasm whatever. 
Many of the youthful spirits, who are 
generally prominent in annual bon-fires 
had left town to enjoy the celebrations 
elsewhere. In the villages however 
more life was evident. In Abbott Young 
America, and not all America either, kept 
up a continual racket from the time the 
clock struck twelve until it was too late 
for anyone in the immediate neighbor- 
hood to enjoy sleep. In the center of 
village a huge bonfire had been kindled 
which burned brightly for a long time. 
Frye and Marland bad little celebration 
the former however did considerable 
damage to windows by an explosion of 
dynamite. There was also the usual ex 
hibition of mischief, in the shape of tear 
ing down fences and carrying away of 
gates. 

One of the large plate glass windows in 
the unoccupied store in the Musgrove 
was smashed in. The G. A. R. fired 
their annual salute in the early morning, 
but therejwas not sufficient patriotic spir- 
it aroused among any even to ring the 
bells. During the day many people left 
town for Lowell andother places which 
had elaborate celebrations. Wheelmen, 
despite the threatening weather took 
spins to the beaches, and other points. 
Towards evening the rain, which had 
kept off all day, came down and disap- 
pointed those who had arranged for pri- 
vate displays of fire-works. These how- 
ever were kept until Monday evening 
when drier weather gave a chance to 
seud the rockets skyward. 

Accidents during the day were not very 
numerous, but quite a serious one befel 
Fred Howatth, son of Edward Howarth 
of Marland Village. While firing a can- 
non, he got too near it and the charge 
going off prematurely, filled his face with 
powder. He was pretty badly burned 
but no permanent results are expected. 
He is now able to be out. One of the 
Fenlayson boys also met witha mishap 
in discharging a pistol, the ball going 
through his hand, making a very painful 
wound. 


The Burial of Mrs. Stowe. 


It was on Friday the third of July, 
although the precise hour could not be 
announced and the occasion was not 
generally known, perhaps a hundred of 
the people of Andover were in the Chapel 
Cemetery awaiting the funeral cortége. 
One of the ladies had made the burial 
spot bright with flowers; the upturned 
earth was a mound of green boughs and 
wild roses. The monuments to Professor 
Stowe and his son Henry E. B. Stowe, 
who was drowned while a student at 
Dartmouth College, were tastefully 
decorated with choice flowers. 

Among the friends who came to escort 
the distinguished dead, were Mrs. 
Isabella Beecher Hooker and her son Dr. 
Hooker, Rev. Charles Beecher and his 
daughter, thé Misses Harriet and Eliza 
Stowe, Rev. und Mrs. Charles Stowe, the 
son of Rev. H. F. Allen and Mrs. Georgie 
Stowe Allen, Mrs. Noyes of Georgetown, 
Mrs. James T. Field of Boston, Sarah 
Orne Jewett and Mr. G. F. Dunning 
formerly of Brunswick, Me. 

Mr. Allen, who is now abroad, had 
cabled from Florence, and sent pink 
water-lillies; Mrs Field sent purple 
fleur-de-lis and many of the friends 
brought floral offerings; among them 
wasa wreath from many negroes in 
Boston who subscribed themselves The 
Children of Uncle Tom.“ 

The bearers were Professor Churchill, 
Principal Bancroft, Professor Moore, and 
Dr. Selah Merrill; as the coffin was rever- 
ently lowered to its final resting-place, 
the spectators were deeply stirred by 
sweetly solemn thoughts awakened by 
the supreme occasion. Professor Egbert 
Smyth who conducted the service, read 
selected scriptures and Mrs. Stowe's 
hymn, 

„ Still, stin with Thee, when purple morning 
breaketh, 

When the bird waketh, and the shadows flee; 
Fairer than morning, lovelier than the daylight, 

Dawns the sweet consciousness— 1am with 

Thee. 
Still, still with Thee! as to each new born morn- 

A an and solemn splendor still is given, 

So doth the blessed consciousness awaking, 

Breathe, each day, nearness unto Thee and 

heaven. 

When sinks the soul, subdued by toil, to 

slumver, 

The closing eye looks up to Thee in prayer; 
Sweet the repose beneath thy wing o’ershading, 

But, sweeter still, to wake and find Thee there! 
So shall it be, at last, in that bright morning 

When the Soul waketh,and life’s shadows flee;

Edward Buck. Three years ago, the 
five sons of Mrs Harriette Woods Baker, 
brought the body of their mother from 
their home in New York, and them- 
selves laid her beside their father here, 
reciting from the burial service by turns, 
for with one exception, they were 
Episcopal Clergymén:' ” 

Monuments rise here to Professor 
Woods of Andover Thedlogical Seminary 
and to his son the President of Bowdoin 
College; to Professor Hiram Mead of 
Oberlin, to the late Professor Pease of 
Andover, to the first wife o. President 
Tucker of Dartmouth, to Mr. Edward 
Taylor, Dr. and Mrs, Samuel C. Jackson, 
Principal Johnson of Phillips Academy 
Mr, Aiken and many others whose names 
and lives are known and read of all men. 

It might truly be said of the sleepers 
in Andover Chapel Cemetery, as Dr. 
Cuyler has said of the Wesleys, The 
dead hands of the Wesleys are ringing 
the bells of ten thousand churches around 
the world;“ and as somebody else said, 
“There will be some tall rising, from 
Bunhill Fields, on the resurrection day!“ 

It is with profound feeling that the 
people of Andover receive this new 
legacy. Mrs. Stowe was their pride in 
life and her grave will be a sacred trust. 
In a letter dated May 5, 1892, she writes 
“Your note reaches me this lovely spring 
morning, a pleasant reminder of the 
happy days of long ago in Andover. My 
life there, was a pleasant one, full of 
work and of hopes to be realized. I saw 
much in the future and much to live for. 
Of course, my horizon is much narrower 
now. My life lies all in the past now. 
This is the time of waiting and of rest. 
I am very glad to have had those days 


‘recalled and it is with pleasure that I 


send you an “Uncle Tom” for your new 
library, in which I have placed my 
autograph and signature. I am only 
sorry that it is nota handsomer edition, 
but it isthe only one I happen to have 
in the house.” 

Mrs, Stowe’s grave is a shrine which 
has already been visited by hundreds of 
admiring pilgrims.

The Grave of Mrs. Stowe. 


The Transcript has the following inter- 
esting contribution about Mrs. Stowe’s 
grave in Andover. 


It is most fitting that the paris) place 

n 
Andover. This is not only because the 
graves of her husband and the son who 
was dtowned forty years ago are there, 
but also because Andover is the capital 
of that orthodox faith which was hers 
unto death, a faith which met all the ex- 
pansions of reason with a larger certainty 
that led thought always upwards and 
never feared any call to progress or to 
growth, in the serene certainty that the 
things of the N are greater than all 
and conquer all. Andover is associated 
also with the years of Mrs. Stowe's first 
fame more closely than any other town. 
The twelve years of hei life immediately 
following the publication of her book that 
made her known to the world, and during 
Professor Stowe’s occupancy of the chair 
of sacred literature in the seminary at 
Andover, the stone house — still called 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin” — was a great cen- 
tre of inspirational feeling to all anti-sla- 
very workers. From Andover, Mrs. 
Stowe went to make those journeys 
abroad which seé@ured her English mar 
rights and gave her the personal fi iend- 
ship of many famous men and women 
over seas who had known her through 
her works. 

In Andover she mourned the sudden 
death of the son who bore the name of 
her famous brother Henry, and there to- 
day she is laid to rest beside him and the 
husband who died ten years ago. Thus 
the grave of Harriet Beecher Stowe is 
brought within the radius of that circle 
of immortality of those of our famous 
New England writers 

“Whose part in all the that fills 
The circuit of the summer hills” ; 
is that their graves are green. When tag 
grims of afar come to Boston on pi 
age to the graves of Emerson and Haw. 
orne and Longfellow and Lowell and 
Holmes and ittier, they will go not 
only to Sleepy Hollow at Concord and to 
Mount Auburn, but also to Andover, 
which to-day has become as the shrine of 
a saint for all who are reverent of free- 
dom and of faith and of the noble work 
of a noble woman.

ABOUT YOUR NEIGHBOR. 


A Progressive Farmer and Some of the 
Fruits of His Tol. 


“All the world’s your neighbor” some- 
body has said, and in this belief it can 
not fail to be of interest if the Towns. 
MAN should contain during the coming 
months, occasional accounts of what 
some progressive farmer, some live 
builder, your nearby factory, or a 
neighboring hennery, is doing toward 
the active life of Andover, This week a 
few words about one of Andover's newer 
forces in farming will make up the first 
of this series. 17 oe : 

Down in Holt District they have u school 
with only four scholars, certainly not an 
evidence of very great progress iveness, 
but right opposite to that school is pro- 
gressiveness enough to satisfy the most 
advanced in the splendid farm of Geo. W. 
Harnden. Mr. Harnden was a farmer’s 
boy, broughttp on the very same farm, 
whose barren fields and swampy land 
gave to him such a begrudging welcome 
about five years ago when he was driven. 
from business, to open air for his health, 

Those swamps and fields had a look 
that was not unfamiliar as his memory 
went back to the boyhood days when a 
bare ton of hay to three acres grew, 
where now grows three tons to one acre. 
Scientific farming has made not only 
this change but many more of a kind; 
rockszblasted and stones picked up have 
made smooth fields and furtile soil all 
over this once rough farm; the little barn 
of fifty years ago still stands but is 
lost in a corner of the present spacious 
farm barn that containsa score of cows 
and new and improved farming ma- 
chinery.

MRS. JERUSHA BILLINGS EDWARDS. 


In Gloversville, N. v., July 7, Mrs. Jerusha 
Billings Edwards, at the residence of her daugh. 
ter, Mrs. W. E. Park. i 

Mrs. Edwards was born in October, 
1809, in Conway, Mass, She was educa- 
ted at Ipswich Academy, then under the 
care of Miss Grant, whose favorite pupil 
she became, In 1831 she married Rev. 
Bela Bates Edwards, then Secretary of 
the American Education Society and for 
some years lived in Boston, until Mr. Ed- 
wards ‘was appointed Professor of Hebrew 
in Andover Theological Seminary. 

Coming here to live in 1837, in afew 
years they bought the house where Prof. 
Ryder now lives and fitted it up for them 
selves. After the death of Prof. Edwards 
in 1852, Mrs. Edwards opened a small 
boarding school in the old home. The 
school was sustained for twelve years 
closing in 1864. Here were gathered a 
company of girls, now influential women 
in many parts of the world, spreading 
abroad the noble views of life and fidelity 
to principle, taught them by Mrs. Ed- 
wards, 

After the close of her school, she lived 
quietly in Andover till her only daughter 
Sara married in 1874, when she went with 
her to Gloversville where she has since 
resided, not having been in Andover dur- 
ing the past ten years. She died at her 
daughter's residence on the afternoon of 
July seventh, after an illness of four 
weeks. : t ‘ 

Highly intellectual and deeply religious 
with an intense interest in the welfare of 
the world and an untiring devotion for 
her friends, Mrs. Edwards was a rare 
woman, whose loss is incalculable. But 
her influence will never die, she ‘rests 
from her labors” but her works do fol- 
low her.“ '

Dr. McKenzie was born in Liverpool 
N. S. in Feb. 1882. He seems to have 
been early called into the Master's ser- 
vice, for while a mere lad in Acadia, he 
was designated far and wide“ the boy 
preacher.“ Fired by au ambition to en- 
ter the ministry—as irrepressible as it 
was soul-absorbing,— by the well direet- 
ed energy of his brave heart and willing 
hands, he completed a course of study 
at Acadia college, matriculated at Har- 
vard College becoming one of the famous 
class of 55. He graduated with the 
highest honors, free of debt, but with 
health seriously impaired, by too, inti- 
mate acquaintance with toil, hardship 
and privation. At the age of 23 he ent 
tered Newton Theological Seminary, 
graduating in 1857. His first. charg® 
was in South Abington. At the expir 
ation of the first year he accepted: a call 
to the Andover Baptist Church. His 
ministry was distinguished in this town 
by a revival, and an increase in the num- 
erical strength of the church and the 
publication of the S. S. Studies of the 
life of Christ” of which he was the 
author. The work comprised two grades, 
of question books, two volumes in each 
grade, and was electrotyped by Warren 
F. Draper at the old printing office, And- 
over Hill,1860. 

He married Elizabeth Stanwood of 


Gloucester in 1857, by whom he had six 


children. His first child was born in 


Andover, happily, it was a son, and by 


virtue of priority of birth, was awarded 


the “Harvard Claes cradle “ of 55. He 


received the degree of A. B. in 1855, and 
the degree of A. M. in 1858 from Har- 
vard College, D. D. from La Grange in 
1873 beside several honorary degrees 
from other colleges, . 

In 1873 he was appointed New England 
secretary of the American Baptist Mis- 
sionary Union, and retained the position 
at the time of his death. 

Dr. McKenzie was a ripe scholar, an 
enthusiastic Bible student, and an elo- 
quent speaker. He was a poet of un- 
questionable ability, his hymns are wide- 
ly known and deservedly popular through- 
out the country. That he had rare tal- 
ents none will deny, but he possessed. a 
still more precious gift from Heaven 
the gift of genius. ‘

WORKING IT BACKWARD. 


Remarkable Things Shown by the Kinet 
ostope When Reversed. . 
Impossibilities Made Possible by 
Means of the Modern Inventions In the 
Electrical Field’’ furnished the theme of 
a lecture given recently by Professor G. 
Queroult in the Paris Academy of Sci- 
ences. During some of his experiments 
he hit upon the idea to turn around 
photographic records and also the series 
of pictures seen through the kinetoscope, 
respectively the kinematograph. Having 
photographed a plant at regular inter- 
vals and shown in the kinetoscope the 
growth, the development of the stem, 
leaves, buds, flowers and fruit, the 
same consequence of photographic pic- 
tures reversed was presented to the eye 
of the astonished academicians, who 
‘wondered at the fruit turning into flow- 
ers, flowers into buds, buds drawing 
back into themselves and disappearing, 
the leaves closing, getting smaller and 
disappearing, the stem getting shorter 
and shorter, until the earth closes over it. 
The most incredible things are devel- 
oped before the eyes of the spectator if 
a most ordinary series of such pictures 
is reversed. A drinker takes up an empty 
lass and replaces it full upon the table; 
a smoker sees the stump of a cigar fly- 
ing at him from the floor, takes it to 
his mouth and sees the smoke originate 
in the room, draws it into his mouth

A Judsh Benjamin Handkerchief, 

A rare and interesting souvenir of the 
civil war is now in the possession of R. 
8. Merrill, a landscape artist. It is noth- 
ing more than a red bandanna handker- 
chief, but it has an interesting history. 
Judah P. Benjamin was a Louisianian 
and astanch supporter of the lost cause. 
The Confederate government sent him 
to England on an important mission. 
While in that country he had mannufac- 
tured one dozen red bandanna handker - 
chiefs, and these upon his return he dis- 
tributed. personally, as a memento, to 
12 Conféderate officers. These handker- 
chiefs were of the finest india silk, one 
yard square. The body is of red, and 
worked in black on its surface appeared 
portraits of Davis, Beauregard, Lee, 
Jackson, Morgan, Slidell and Johnston, 
encircled with wreaths of southern lau- 
rel and a border of ferns and cotton 
plants on a white ground. No two 
wreaths are similar, and the workman- 
ship is artistic. 

Mr. Merrill 32 years ago was a pri- 
vate in Company K, First Wisconsin 
cavalry, and during Wilson’s raid in 
April, 1865, he picked up this handker- 
chief in the courthouse at Montgomery, 
Ala. It was incased in a silken bag of 
gray and had evidently been lost by 
some Confederate general in the hasty 
retreat that day. The handkerchief has 
been recently framed and adorns the 
parlor of Mr. Merrill’s home.—Minne- 
apolis Journal. 

Court Etiquette. 

In Baron Rothschild’s book of anec: 
dotes he tells some curious tales of the 
extremely stringent rules of etiquette 
which prevailed at the French court in 
the reign of Louis XVI. Marie An- 
toinette christened the Comtesse de 
Noailles Mme. Etiquette. Once, 
when she fell from a donkey in her pri- 
vate grounds, she jumped to her feet 
and cried out, laughing, ‘‘Go and fetch 
Mme. de Noailles; she will tell us what 
is prescribed for a queen of France when 
she falls off a donkey.

She cuuld not touch it, however, 
until she had removed her gloves, and 
before that operation had been perform - 
ed the Duchesse d’Orleans, a princess 
of the blood, turned up, and after her 
the Comtesse de Provence, who was of 
higher rank still, so that the chemise 
bad to be handed from one to the other 
while the queen stood waiting and shiv- 
ering. At last, unable to contain herself 
any longer, she exclaimed: ‘‘It is odi- 
ous! What a nuisance!’ 

Papa Haydn’s London Debut, 

On Haydn’s urrival he first took up 
his abode at Bland's, the music pub- 
lisher, at 45 Holborn, but soon after- 
ward removed to rooms prepared for 
him at 18 Great Pulteney street, the 
residence of Salomon. Near here, at 
Messrs. Broadwood’s, is shown a room 
in which Haydn used to retire to com- 

At Salomon’s he would appear to 
ve appreciated the arrangements made 
for his comfort, especially with regard 
to the cuisine, which was under the di- 
rection of a foreign chef. We find him, 
however, complaining of the late hour 
at which Londoners dined; though to us 
6 o’clock might seem uncomfortably 
early. In March, 1791. he conducted the 
first of Salomon’s cvacerts at me rooms 
in Hanover square, and in this and the 
following year he brought out the first 
six of his grand symphonies. For many 
years Salomon was among the foremost 
musicians in the metropolis. During 
Mara’s first season in London he con 
ducted and played solos at all her con- 
certs. The Morning Chronicle called 
him a genius and asked whose violin 
playing approached nearer the human 
voice. When an old man, he was still 
full of enterprise, and took great inter- 
est in the foundation of the Philhar- 
monic society, 

Gredt enthusiasm prevailed on the 
occasion of the first of the Salomon- 
Haydn series of concerts. Mme. Storace 
gang, While Salomon led the orchestra 
as first violin, and Haydn presided at the 
pianoforte. —Gentleman’s Magazine.

IN HUB MARKETS. 


Butter Is Barely Steady, With 
Trade Slow. 


Prices Hardly Maintained In Cheese. 
Fresh Eggs Searce—Farmers Holding 
Mack Beans - Live Stock Quotations, 


Boston, July 8.—The butter market is 
not quite as steady as last week, but the 
range of prices is about the same. The 
holiday incident to the celebration of the 
Fourth necessitated some accumula- 
tions, and this week starts off rather 
top heavy, but few holders are forcing 
business, and a stranger tone may be 
developed later if trade improves. 

Strictly fancy creamery is still held 
with confidence, as the proportion of 
this grade in the receipts is likely to 
decrease during July and August, and 
where there is any disposition to con- 
cede it is on grades that are not fully 
up in quality. But it is impossible to 
predict what the future will bring forth. 

The settling down of 4% a cent in New 
York is offset by the gain of % a cent in 
Elgin. Other outside markets hold about 
the same position as last week. 

Receipts last week for five days were 
(3,357 tubs and 22,940 boxes, a total 
weight of 2,052,231 pounds, the largest 
week's supply on record, beating the 
week previous by 50,000 pounds. The 
receipts for corresponding week last 
year were 1,909,420 pounds. The flush 
of the make is now over, and some fall- 
ing in receipts may be expected, but sup- 
plies for Monday and Tuesday have run 
large, and we may have another heavy 
week. Exports last week were 83,530 
pounds, against 47,418 pounds last year. 

No snap can be noticed in the cheese 
market, and prices are barely main- 
tained. Buyers seem to be perfectly 
indifferent and take only small lots for 
current use. Choice northern rule at 
7 to 7% outside for best twins. It would 
be hard to get inside price on large lots. 
Country markets are not as strong as 
last week, but the sales reported show 
no material change. At Little Falls, 
N. T., sales were at 6% to 6% cents. 
Very little demand for export. The 
Montreal papers say that the cheese 
market has a black eye.“ 

Strictly fresh eggs continue scarce, 
and eastern are worth 14cents. Fancy 
marks of Michigan command 12% cents, 
but very few of this kind arriving. For 
most of the western receipts 11 to 12 
cents is a full rate. The stock in cold 
storage, 90,533 cases, against 77,125 cases 
same time last year. 

Farmers are holding back their beans, 
not being willing to sell them at $1 per 
bushel, but there is a liberal stock here, 
and large buyers are not willing to pay 
any more for choice mediums or marrow 
pea. Small lots afe selling at $1.05 to 
$1.10. 

New southern potatoes continue in 
large supply, and sales were at 75 cents 
to $1.25 per barrel. 

New apples, peaches, a large variety 
of California fruit and all kinds of ber- 
ries are in the market,

BIG FIGHT IS ON. 


Skirmish L.ne Broken In Chi- 
cago Convention. 


Gold Men Ruled Out—Each Side Had a 
Most Enthusiastic Inning—Text of the 
Platform as Submitted. 


Chicago, July 8.—In the magnificent 
and capacious coliseum in Jackson park, 
beneath clear skies, with a cool, invigor- 
ating breeze, snapping at the flags and 
trappings, and the blue waters of Lake 
Michigan stretching away to the north, 
the Democratic national convention met 
yesterday. After a brief, but decisive 
battle in the arena, the silver men vin- 
dicated their supremacy. They wrested 
from the hands of the gold phalanxes the 
control of the convention, and gathered 
the reins of power into their own hands. 
There was a reminiscence of that old 
great coliseum, whose fall marked the 
destruction of an empire, where men 
were butchered to make a Roman holi- 
day about it all, A champion, who has 
vo often entered the lists to do battle in 
Democracy’s cause, amid the ringing 
shouts and wild acclaim of his party, 
was put to the sword, that silver might 
be supreme. It was with reluctance 
that many of the friends of Senator Hill 
turned their thumbs downward, as the 
arrogant patricians of the empire that. 
ruled the world did when the populace 
cried for mercy, But, like the gladiators 
who entered the arena to the blare of 
the trumpet and the clang of steel, the 
silver men beat back their sympathies 
and hardened their hearts, that the issue 
might be squarely drawn and decided, 
even though it invoked the doom of one 
whom they had delighted to honor in the 
past. By one of those strange fateful 
coincidents, it was Senator John W. 
Daniel of Virginia, who, four years ago, 
at the wigwam, nominated Mr. Hill for 
the presidency, who was selected to give 
the fatal blow to the man whom he 
would have exalted to the first place in 
the republic. No more eloquent com- 
mentary on the revolution which has 
divided the party and made this conven- 
tion so memorable, could be needed. It 
was not without a wail of anger, how- 
ever, that some of the spectators, who 
could not fathom the mysteries of politi- 
cal maneuvering, and the necessity of 
grinding men beneath the heel, saw the 
old champion,whose slogan and proud- 
est boast was “I a Democrat,” go 
down. Even after Senator Daniel had 
reached the platform, and assumed the 
gavel, they called loudly for the defeated 
leader, but the experienced general, who 
has tasted the. bitterness. of. defeat be- 


only.smiled grimly. 
SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


Chicago, July 9. — The battle of the 
giants was waged all along the line yes- 
terday, with the silver men in control 
in the committee rooms and in the con- 
vention. No quarter was shown the 
committee on resolutions, where they 
had a majority of 20, and they crushed 
the opposition. The platform declares 


for free and independent coinage of 


silver without the co-operation of any 
other nation, for a tariff for revenue 
only, sufficient to pay the expenses of 
the government economically adminis- 
tered, for a constitutional amendment 
for an income tax, against federal inter- 
ference in local affairs, against a third 
term, for simplicity and economy in na- 
tional affairs, against @, Pacific railroad 
funding bill, condemns fhe issue of bonds 
in time of peace, and gives a mild en- 
dorsement to the civil service law. Sena- 
tor Hill, following the biblical injunc- 
tion to turn the other cheek, after the 
resolutions which inferentially con- 
demned the president at three distinct 
points, had been adopted by the com- 
mittee, offered a plank commending the 
administration for its honesty, fidelity 
and courage. By a vote of 27 to17 it was 
defeated. 
Declaration of Principles. 

The following is the platform as agreed 

upon by a majority of the committee: 


We the Democrats of the United States 
in national. convention assembled, do 
reaffirm our allegiance to those great 
sential principles of justice and liberty 
upon which our institutions are founded, 
and which the Democrtic party has ad- 
vocated from Jefferson’s time to our 
own—freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom of concsience, the preser- 
vation of personal rights, the equality 
of all citizens before the law and the 
faithful observance of constitutional 
limitations, 

During all these years the Democratic 
party has resisted the tendency of sel- 
fish interests to the centralization of 
governmental power, and steadfastly 
maintained the integrity of the dual 
system of government established by 
the founders of this republic of republics. 
Under its guidance and teachings the 

t principle of self government has 
found its best expression in the main- 
tenance of the rights of the states and 
m its assertion of the necessity of con- 
fining the general government to the 
exercise of the powers granted by the 
constitution of the United States. 

Recognizing that the money system is 
paramount to all others at this time, we 
invite attention to the fact that the fed- 
eral constitution names silver and gold 
together as the money metals of the 
United States, ard that the first coinage 
law passed by congress under the consti- 
tution made the silver dollar the mone- 
tary unit and admitted gold to free coin- 
age at a ratio based upon the silver unit. 

We declare that the act of 1873, de- 
monetizing silver without the knowledge 
and approval of the American people, 
has resulted in the appreciation of gold 
and a corresponding fall in the price of 
commodities produced by the people. 

We are unalterably opposed to mon- 
ometallism, which has locked fast the 
prosperity of an industrial people in 
the paralysis of hard times. Gold 
monometallism is a British policy, and 
its adoption has brought other nations 
{nto financial servitude to London. It 
is not only un-American, but anti- 
American, and it can be fastened on the 
states only by the stifling of that 
spirit and love of liberty which pro- 
claimed our political independence in 
1776 and won it in the war of the revolu- 
tion: 

We demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without 
waiting for the aid or consent of any 
other nation. We demand that the 
standard silver dollar shall be a full legal 
tender, equally with gold, for all debts, 
public and private and we favor such 
legislation as will prevent for the future 
the demonetization of any kind of legal 
tender money by private contract. 

We are opposed to the policy and prac- 
tice of surrendering to the holders of the 
obligations of the United States the op-

tion reserved by law to the government 
of redeeming such obligations in either 
silver coin or gold coin. 

We are opposed to the issuing of inter- 
est bearing bonds of the United States 


syn 
in exc for bonds and at an enor- 
mous profit to themselves, supply the 
federal treasury with gold to maintain 
the policy of gold monometallism. 

Congress alone has the NN to coin 
or issue money as President Jackson 
declared that this power could not be 
delegated to corporations or individuals. 
We therefore demand that the power to 
issue notes to circulate as money be 
taken from the national banks, and that 
all paper money shall be issued directly 
by the treasury department, be redeem- 
able in coin and receivable for all debts, 
public and private. 

We hold that tariff duties should be 
levied for purposes of revenue, such 
duties to be so adjusted as to operate 
equally throughout the country and not 
discriminate between class or section, 
and that taxation should be limited by 
the needs of the government, honestly 
and economically administered. We de- 
nounce as disturbing to business the Re- 
publican threat to restore the McKinley 
law, which has been twice condemned 
by the people in national elections, and 
which, enacted under the false plea of 
protection to home industry, proved a 
prolific breeder of trusts and monopolies, 
enriched the few at the expense of the 
many, restricted trade and deprived the 
producers of the great American staples 
of access to their natural markets 

Until the money question is settled we 
are opposed to any agitation for further 
changes in our tariff laws, except such 
as are necessary to meet the deficit in 
revenue, caused by the adverse decision 
of the supreme court on the income tax. 
But for this decision by the supreme 
court there would be no deficit in the 


revenues under the law passed by a 


Democratic congress, in strict pursuance 
of the uniform decisions of that court

e demand a return to that simplicity 
and economy which befits a Democratic 
government, and a reduction in the num- 
ber of useless offices, the salaries of which 
drain the substance of the people. 

We denounce arbitrary interference by 
federal authorities in local affairs as a 
violation of the Constitution of the 
United States and a crime against free 
institutions, and we especially object to 
government by injunction as a new and 
highly dangerous form of oppression by 
which federal judges, in contempt of the 
laws of the states and rights of citizens, 
become at once legislators, judges and 
executioners; and we approve the bill 
passed at the last session of the United 
States senate, and now pending in the 
house of representatives relative to con- 
tempts in eral courts, and providing 
for trial by jury in certain cases of con- 
tempt. 

No discrimination should be indulged 
in by the government of the United 
States in favor of any of its debtors. 
We approve of the refusal of the Fifty- 
third congress to pass the Pacific rail- 
road funding bill, and denounce the 
effort of the present Republican congress 
to enact a similar measure. 

Recognizing the just claims of de- 
serving Union soldiers, we wearer en- 
dorse the rule of the present 
sioner of pensions that no names shall be 
arbitrarily dropped from the pension 
roll, and that fact of enlistment and 
service should be deemed conclusive evi- 
dence against disease or disability be- 
fore enlistment. 

We favor the admission of the terri- 
tories of New Mexico and Arizona into 
the Union as states, and we favor the 
early admission of all the territories 
having the necessary population and re- 
sources to entitle them to statehood, and 
while they remain territories we hold 
that the officials appointed to adminis- 
ter the government of eet territory, to- 
gether with the District of Columbia and 
Alaska, should be bona fide residents of 
the territory or district in which their 
duties are to be performed. 

The Democratic party believes in home 
rule, and that all public lands of the 
United States should be appropriated 
to the establishment of free homes for 
American citizens. 


We recommend that the territory of. 


Alaska be granted a delegate in con- 
gress, and that the general land and tim- 
ber laws of the United States be ex- 
tended to said territory. 

We extend our sympathy to the peo- 
ple of Cuba in their heroic struggle for 
liberty and independence. 

Weare oppose to life tenure in the pub- 
lic service. We favor appointments 
based upon merits, fixed terms of office, 
and such an adminstration of the civil 
service laws as will a‘ford equal op- 
portunities to all citizens of ascertained 
fitness. 

We declare it to be the unwritten law 
ef this republic, established by custom 
and usage of 100 years, and sanctioned 
by the examples of the greatest and 
wisest of those who founded and have 
maintained our government, that no 
man should be eligible for a third term 
of the presidential office. 

The federal government should care 
for and improve the Mississippi river 
and other great waterways of the re- 
public, so as to secure for the interior 
states easy and cheap transportation to 
tide waters. When any waterway of the 
republic is of sufficient importance to 
demand aid of the government, such aid 
should be extended upon a definite plan 
of continuous work until permanent im- 
provement is secured. 

Confident in the justice of our cause, 
and the necessity of its success at the 
polls, we submit the-foregoing declara- 
tion of principles and purposes to the 
considerate judgment of the American 
people. We invite the support of all 
citizens who approve them and who de- 
sire to have them made effective,through 
legislation, for the relief of the country’s 
prosperity.
